ADMINISTRATIVE AND PUBLIC RELATIONS DIVISION 


Administration 
Functions: 


This Division has as its responsibilities, the provision of adminis- 
trative services to the total Department in the areas of typing, photo-copying, 
map sales, budget preparation and administration, purchase orders, centralized 
staff requisitions, mail, filing, library, telephone answering service (where 
required) and other related tasks. 


In addition, agenda preparation for Regional Planning and Development 
meetings is the responsibility of the Assistant Supervisory Officer. 


Organization and Activities 


This Division, which comprised, on a centralized basis, a Supervisory 
Officer, an Assistant and seven female staff, is in the process of decentraliz- 
ing some of its functions and staff to other Divisions. 


This re-organization has been undertaken with several objectives in 
mind: 


a) to spread the work load more evenly, 

b) to achieve better control of the work load, 

c) to delegate responsibility, 

d). to increase productivity in the Staff Group, 

e) to render more efficient service by all Divisions to elected re- 
presentatives, tax payers and inter-departmental groups via counter 
service, telephone answering, and response to correspondence. 

(A corollary, here, is improved public relations, especially 
where counter service or response to telephone calls is involved. ) 

f) to prepare for the decentralization of the Planning and Development 
Department when moves to Century 21 and the seventh floor, City 
Hall, take place. 


All of these areas were studied before the decision to decentralize 
functions and staff was made. Already, at this point in time, some measure of 
success is being achieved in relation to the previously stated objectives. 
Further success will be achieved as control records are set up and procedures 
are evolved to simplify work operations. 


Early in the New Year, an ‘in house' filing committee will be set up 
to solve the total problem of filing and its associated problems of indexing, 


incoming and outgoing correspondence, duplicating, retrieval, control conversion 
and techniques. 


It is hoped that whatever measure of success is achieved in the Admin- 
istrative Division in terms of work simplification, efficiency, productivity and 
job satisfaction will] also evolve to the other Divisions. 


Public Relations 


This Division has also taken on some of the Public Relations activi- 
ties following Mr. Jack Moore's resignation. 


The following, therefore, is a brief report highlighting some of the 
achievements in the Public Relations area, most of which were accomplished during 
Mr. Moore's tenure. 


1. Production of a slide presentation "The World of Hamilton-Wentworth" 
which will be used both as a promotional vehicle and as a marketing tool for 
the Region. 


2. Production of a logo for the Planning and Development Department 
which will be incorporated into the new letterhead design for this Department's 
stationery, business cards, etc. 


3. Planning, together with the Hamilton Harbour Commission and the 
Hamilton and District Chamber of Commerce, of tours to the Region during 1975 
to make leaders in the business world aware of the attributes and assets of the 
Region. 


4. Issuance of the first "Skyline 1974" under the aegis of the 
Region. 


5. Purchasing of equipment for the Football Hall of Fame where the 
Slide presentation "The World of Hamilton-Wentworth" can be shown under proper 
conditions. 


6. Liaison with the Visitors and Convention Bureau in the area of a 
photograph library. 


7. Planning of the Chairman's and Regional Council's reception for the 
business community to be held in late January. 


In addition to the previously mentioned, some time and effort have 
already been directed to the areas of Pollution Control, Marketing Program, 
Work Hours Project, and to the Federal authorities on construction of a Federal 
complex for the downtown area. 


It is also our goal, in this field of Public Relations, to have the 
various publics see the Region as innovative, progressive and setting a high 
standard of business ethics and procedures. 
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BEV EESrIVIEN DIVISION 
The Division is made up of two sections, namely: 


(a) Technica) and Architectural Section and 

(b) Administrative Section, with a total staff of 14 persons which 
includes the Director as a Divisional Head and 2 stenographers 
(but excludes a temporary staff member). 


The basic functions of the Division pertain to implementation of plans, 
the review and evaluation of rezoning, subdivision and development control 
applications and processing of the same to their conclusion. 


A. Technical and Architectural Section 


The Technical and Architectural Section is composed of 7 staff members 
including a stenographer. The section is headed by a Principal Planner 
(V. Abraham) and is responsible for the following functions: 


- Preparation of initial Regional comments on Development applications 
as requested by area municipalities. (Regional Function) 


- Preparation of technical reports on Official Plan Amendments, rezoning 
and development applications in the City and Dundas, and assistance in 
the preparation of technical reports on subdivisions. 


- Reviewing of City and Dundas Zoning By-laws. 


- Preparation of comments on land severance applications within the 
region, (Regional Function) and Committee of Adjustment Applications 
in the City and Dundas. 


- Preparation of comments on Local Official Plan’ Amendments for Ministry 
of Housing. (Regional Function) 


- Preparation of comments on all zoning by-laws passed within the Region 
for the Ontario Municipal Board. (Regional Function) 


- Monitoring of all Committee of Adjustment decisions within the Region. 
(Regional Function) 


- Preparation of comments on applications for Parkway Belt exemptions, 
for the Province (Regional Function). 


- Monitoring of Land Division Committee decisions (Regional Function) 


- Attendance at the Regional Planning and Development Committee, City 
Planning and Development Committee, City Committee of Adjustment and 
Regional Land Division Committee, Regional Engineering Services 
Committee Meetings, and others, as required. (Regional Function, in 
Part) 


- Attendance at the 0.M.B. Hearings regarding conveyances in the Region, 
and Official Plan and Zoning Amendments in Hamilton and Dundas. 
(Regional Function, in Part) 
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- Inspection of development sites in conjunction with applications and 
meetings with Developers, their agents and others. 


~ Updating of office copies of Zoning By-laws, (City, Dundas and area) 
as Zoning Amendments approved by the 0.M.B. 


Explanatory Notes: 
1) Zoning Text Amendments 


In 1974 four types of prestige industrial Districts were established 
in the City of Hamilton, and the by-laws are presently awaiting 0.M.B. 
approval. 


Revisions to single family districts and to the parking and loading 
regulations of the City of Hamilton and two C-3 Districts of the Town 
of Dundas are in process; it is expected that these will be finalized 
early in 1975. 


2) Rezoning Applications 


During 1974, 133 Technical Reports were prepared for submission to 

the Hamilton Planning and Development Committee, and 4 for submission 
to the Dundas Committee. A breakdown of City applications is attached 
as Appendix "A". 


To assist the City Solicitor in the presentation of the City's case 

to the 0.M.B. Hearing on rezoning appeal, the section also prepares 

a report outlining all the pertinent facts including objections and 

any rebuttals; fourteen such reports were prepared during 1974. The 
staff attended 16 0.M.B. Hearings for the City and 3 for the Town of 
Dundas. 


3) Comments to the 0.M.B.

4) Land Division and Committee of Adjustment applications 


The division commented to the Hamilton Committee of Adjustment on 221 
variance applications, to the Dundas Committee of Adjustment on 29 
applications and to the Regional Land Division Committee on 532 
conveyance applications. There has been a substantial increase in the 
number of variance applications and a 50% decrease in the number of

conveyance applications in the Region. The staff appeared at 0.M.B. 
Hearings on 7 appeals of Land Division Committee decisions. For 
further information see Appendices "D", "E", and "F" attached. 


Development Control Applications 


In December 1973, the Legislature of the Province of Ontario passed 

an amendment to The Planning Act to permit "Development Control". 
Section 35(a) of The Planning Act authorizes each municipality to 

pass a by-law to control development in any district or area and enter 
into a binding agreement with the development, on certain matters. 


Early in 1974, the City of Hamilton passed such a by-law for control- 
ling development in various residential and commercial districts. The 
By-law although awaiting 0.M.B. approval has been in effect since 
April 1, 1974. Since then the City received 62 applications, of which 
40 have been approved, 19 are pending, 2 withdrawn and 1 deferred. A 
breakdown of development applications is attached as Appendix "B". 


Miscellaneous 


A considerable amount of staff time is devoted to answering inquiries 
in the form of interviews, letters, telephones, etc., for all the 
previous functions. The section also represents the Department on 
various committees as are listed below:

Administrative Section 


The Administrative Section is composed of 6 staff members (including 


a stenographer) and is headed by the Development Control Officer (J. West). 
The responsibilities of the Section are as follows: 


1) 


Zoning and Development Control Administration 


Process all zoning and development applications; liaison with appli- 
cants, Municipal and Provincial Departments and other agencies con- 
cerned; presentation of applications at meetings of the Planning and 
Development Committee; preparation and review of reports, maps and 


plans; processing of development agreements; assist in preparation and 
content of Zoning By-laws and their processing; preparation of mater- 
jal for, and attendance at hearings of the Ontario Municipal Board to 
present evidence on behalf of the Planning and Development Committee 
and Council. Process decisions of the Ontario Municipal Board; process 
land dedications, road widenings and other Municipal requirements. 


Office interviews, telephone and counter enquiries on: Zoning By-law 
regulations, existing zoning and land use background coneerning 
specific property, prospects of zoning changes, procedure for zoning 
and development applications and details of processing, progress and 
other aspects of applications. 


2) Subdivision Control Administration 
Process all subdivision applications; liaison with applicants, Muni - 
cipal and Provincial Departments and other agencies concerned; 
preparation of reports for submission to Regional, Hamilton and Dundas 
Planning and Development Committees, maps and plans; preparation and 
processing of Subdivision Agreements; process parks dedications, road 
widenings, easements, one-foot reserves, Capital Charges, signs and 
other municipal requirements; review of Land Division Applications and 
Municipal requirements. 


Office interviews, telephone and counter enquiries on: subdivision 
control regulations, existing zoning and neighbourhood plans affect- 
ing subdivision plans, procedure for subdivision applications and 
details of processing, progress and other aspects of subdivision 
plan applications. 


3) Official Plan and Neighbourhood Plan Administration 


Preparation of reports to Council; assist in preparation and content 
of implementing by-laws and their processing, liaison with Municipal 
and Provincial Departments and other agencies concerned. 


Prepare Official Plan Amendments with respect to development applica- 
tions, process all Official Plan Amendments ; liaison with Municipal 
and Provincial Departments and other agencies concerned; process 
decision of the Minister of Housing and the Ontario Municipal Board. 


Office interviews, telephone and counter enquiries on: the various 
policies and land use designations established in the Official Plan 

and Neighbourhood Plans and their relationship to existing and proposed 
land use. Procedure for Official Plan Amendments and details of pro- 
gress and other aspects of amendments in process. 


4) General Planning Administration 


Road openings and closings, land acquisitions and conveyances, 5% 
land dedications and cash payments, allocation of street names, allo- 
cation of property numbers, maintenance of records and statistics, 
preparation of plans, maps and statistics, liaison with City Depart- 
ments and other agencies concerned. 
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Office interviews, telephone and counter enquiries: road widenings 
one-foot reserves, sewer impost, capital charge, 5% dedications, 
Planning Act, Municipal Act, Condominium Act, Land Titles AcE Street 
names and house numbers. 


5) City Planning and Development Committee Administration 


Deal with all pertinent matters relating to the business of the Plan- 
ning and Development Committee by issuing and receiving correspondence, 
maintaining effective liaison with Municipal and Provincial Departments 
and other agencies concerned; organize meetings and public hearings of 
the Planning and Development Committee; prepare agendas and record 
minutes; implement the Committee's decisions and recommendations; pre- 
pare reports to Council and maintain official records. 


Explanatory Notes: 


In addition to an unusually large carry-over of development applica- 
tions received prior to 1974, a record number of zoning, development and subd+ 
ivision applications were received in 1974. The precise figures are set out in 
Appendix "C". As indicated, this necessitated the City Planning and Development 
Committee holding 53 meetings during 1974, and the submission of some 283 re- 
solutions to City Council for implementation. In addition, 85 Zoning By-laws 
were enacted by the City. 


The work involved in the processing of development applications and 
other matters handled by this Section are set out in the preceeding paragraph 
relating to functions of the Administrative Section and should give some indi- 
cation that the staff has operated under considerable pressure throughout the 
year. 


Ca Future Workload and Staffing of Development Division 


Unlike the Planning and the Regional Planning Divisions which have 
respectively local and regional responsibilities, the Development Division 
performs both regional and local (Hamilton and Dundas) functions. Most of 
the workload however is performed on behalf of the City of Hamilton. 


The Division's workload has increased in 1974 as a resulc on ine 
assumption of Development Control (agreements) by the City, the recent 
delegation of powers by the Ministry of Housing with regard to the moni- 
toring of Committee of Adjustment on Land Division Committee decisions, and 
commenting to the Ontario Municipal Board on Zoning By-laws adopted in the 
Region. The By-law commenting function has proved to be time consuming 
because of the amount of information now required by the Ontario Municipal 
Board. 


The staff assigned to the rezoning and development agreement functions 
have been kept very busy because of the number of applications received, 
and any significant increase in applications could create a problem. 


Because of the heavy workload, both in the Administrative and Technical 
Sections, a Senior Planning Technician (N. Hostiuk) was permanently trans- 
ferred from the Planning Division to the Development Division in the middle 
of 1974. Because of the delegation of the function with regard to commenting 
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on Zoning By-laws to the Ontario Municipal Board in the latter part of 1974 
and the prospect of having to administer the whole subdivision approval to 
registration process, the department hired a University trained Senior 
Planning Technician on a temporary basis in December of 1974, with a view 

of creating a new permanent position in 1975, subject to the necessary 
approval by Regional Council. This appointment together with a stenographer 
III represent the only increase in staff requested for 1975. 


Barring drastic increases in the number of applications, or longterm 
illness among the staff or serious underestimation of the subdivision work- 
load after the delegation, the existing staff complement (including the 
temporary member and a stenographer) should be able to handle the workload 
in 1975.

Planning Section, and The Special Studies, Research and Information Section.

Citizens' Committee Meetings 
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summary : 


The Planning Division has had a busy year. As Regional Government 
necessitated the complete reorganization of this division, it has not been 
tain aed late in 1974 that the staff organization chart came close to being 

illed out. 


It is our feeling within this division that all things considered 
we put forth a good effort, and accomplished many things this year, especially 
in the implementation of Neighbourhood Plans with many Proposed Plan and Re- 
zoning Hearings. 


As we go forward and set up goals and objectives for 1975, I have the 
following general comments to make: 


We have accomplished much in our Neighbourhood Planning programme and 
with it won an award for our approach. Many other Municipalities are now copying 
our approach in the preparation of Neighbourhood Plans. 


As in the past, we will continue with our Neighbourhood Planning 
programme, attempting to change and improve where it is evident that this is 
needed, and to reinforce those areas where we continue to take the same approach 
as we have in the past. 


The Neighbourhood section will undertake five Developed Neighbourhood 
Studies, and three Undeveloped Neighbourhood Studies as well as carrying on 
with the implementation of existing Neighbourhood Studies. A special study 
relating to the City core and its form and design will be undertaken in this 
section this year. 


In the Special Studies, Research & Information Section we will take 
on a significantly different and more aggressive programme this year. As before, 
this section will carry out all Special Studies, and will co-ordinate the local 
planning for Dundas. 


This year we will spend a significant amount of time reviewing and 
revamping the Official Plan for the City of Hamilton. We have already started 
this process by way of a comprehensive consolidation of the Official Plan, and 
we will continue with comprehensive amendments. 


This section will also be charged with the responsibility of providing 
information for the general public. A1l reports and studies produced in the 
past and all new ones produced will be published in a form that will be accep- 
table for consumption by the general public. 


For the programmes outlined above we anticipate the need to fill the 
one remaining Assistant Planner vacancy on the organization chart as well as 


adding: 
One Assistant Planner and three temporary planning staff to the organ- 
ization chart to fulfill our programme. 


We anticipate a continued close relationship with the citizens of 
Hamilton and their representatives, the City of Hamilton Planning and Development 
Committee, in anticipating and responding to the planning needs of Hamilton.

REGIONAL PLAN DIVISION, 
Function 


The prime responsibility of this Division is the preparation of the 
Regional Official Plan. 


The Division's secondary function is to provide other Divisions and 
Departments with professional planning input. The latter is provided directly 
by participation through a Committee, or indirectly by the review process. 


Staffing 


The Regional Plan Division staff complement presently consists of 
17 staff positions (13 professional - 4 support) divided among four sections; 
namely, Land Use, Transportation, Public Participation, and Special Studies 
(Figure 1). There is a Director of the Regional Plan, a senior planner as head 
of each section, professional staff at intermediate and junior levels and the 
required clerical and drafting support. Students would be hired on a semester 
basis as part of an agreement with local universities and community colleges. 
An Economist has been hired on a "Contract basis" for a 2-year period to assist 
in the preparation of the Economic Base Substudy. This technical staff will be

Work Produced 


The original date projected for the completion of the Official Plan 
is the end of 1976 which leaves the balance of approximately two years, to pre- 
pare and submit the draft Official Plan for approval. The competition for staff 
from newly formed Regional Governments has made it difficult to obtain staff to 
reach our full complement. Two vacant positions now exist and additional staff 
may be required. However, we are on schedule. 


The accompanying bar chart (Figure 2) is a general scheduling of time 
jn relation to the major work phases. It accounts for the time from the study 
design to formal submission of the Draft Official Plan to the Proposal for 
approval in December, 1976. Our progress, by activity, is identified by the 
heavy lines and symbols. Work produced by our staff during the past year, the

Sales 
(a) East Mountain 


Due to pressure exerted from industrial clients and the lack of available 
serviced industrial land, offers were accepted for sites in the Hamilton 
Mountain Industrial Park subject to the Minister's approval of the plan of 
sub-division and the installation of services. As a result, SEVENTEEN 
offers-to-purchase were processed and approved for sites in the Mountain 
Park. 


Totalling: 32.0213 acres (22 sites) at a total 
purchase price of $782,896.00. 


An estimated 650 jobs were created. 


Another eight companies which had applied for a site in the Mt. Park but 
which would require outside storage (not permitted in the zoning) are 

being reconsidered for locations in another location at the corner of Upper 
Ottawa and Rymal Road. This will have a more relaxed zoning requirement. 


A further ten companies, mostly of the service type and necessary to the 
development of the Mountain area, are again to be considered for a Mountain 
site remote from the prestige area. 


(b) Eastend Industrial Area 


Sites in Grayside Industrial Estate No. 2, although completely sold out 

in the first half of 1973, still had problems to be worked out. Some of 
the new owners, due spiralling costs and mortgage rates, found it difficult 
to complete their buildings. Extensions were sought and agreed to by 

City Council in many cases in order to assist the development. 


4] 


Considerable time was spent with the owner of Lot #6 in Grayside; an 9 
acre site with a very small frontage and unusable rear yard. A reduced 
building commitment was secured following another survey by the City 
Surveyors on request when it was discovered that the property stakes 

were almost in the middle of a creek bed. The building permit was finally 
secured and the foundation started on December 24th. 


On Lanark Street, adjacent to the C.N. Railway tracks, a 2.2464 acre 
Site, previously incorporated in the plan of sub-division of Lakeley 
Industrial Estate No. 1, but held from the market due to contemplated 
changes for the rail line and alignment of Lake Avenue, was considered 
ready for sale. A new survey plan was requested and the property sold to 
two firms based on $35,000. an acre for a total purchase price of $55,000.00. 
Building assessment and employment for approximately 40 persons were de- 
rived from the sale. 


The above involved a great many meetings, consultations and telephone 
calls with clients, members of various City and Regional Departments, as 
well as lawyers and construction people. 


On many occasions clients were put in touch with private owners of property 
in order to obtain their specific requirements and to keep industry located 
within our Region. 


A new committee called "The Hamilton Mountain Industrial Land Committee" 
was established by Council and as Secretary of the Committee it was the 
job of the co-ordinator to call the meetings and bring, for the approval, 
of the members all offers of intent to purchase and any problems affecting 
industry or its development. 


On the approval of the Committee to accept further negotiations with a 
prospective purchase, offers are completed, and then processed through the 
Real Estate, Legal Departments etc. before approval is sought from Board 
of Control, City Council and Regional Council. A certified cheque, 10% of 
the estimated purchase price, must always accompany the offer. 


Sub-division Plan for Mountain Industrial Park 


Continued contact with departments involved in the final plan of sub- 
division for approval necessitated a great many calls and visits to in- 
volved departments and a relaying of the latest developments to interested 
purchasers. 


The Co-ordinator is also a member of the newly formed Co-ordinating 
Committee represented by each involved department. This Committee is 
headed by a Project Engineer from the City's Engineering Staff, with re- 
presentation from the Regional Engineering staff. 


Future Parks 


Worked with other staff members of the Planning Department on further 
industrially zoned acreages, on the Mountain, owned by the municipality 
which require servicing and development. Tentative plans of sub-division 
are drawn up for approval with a great deal of input and consideration 
being given to the requirements and needs of industrial prospects. 
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Future Land Purchases 


An awareness for desirable locations for future industrial development is 
maintained. Property offered by realtors or private owners for possible 
purchase must be thoroughly investigated in order to apply to the Regional 
Council for approval. 


Other Relevant Information 


Sought and obtained approval for the erection of signs to spell out, to 
the public and development people alike, the location of the industrial 
area on the east Mountain. Prior to working with the Real Estate Depart- 
ment, the exact location for the signs was located, following which the 
size, wording and purchase had to be dealt with. 


Sixty percent of the Co-ordinator's job is working with the public at all 
levels and considerable time is spent with various people, realtors, 
appraisers, prospects, purchasers, local industry, bankers (both local 
and out-of-town) and visitors to the Region for specific information on 
assessment, labour, employment, developments, maps etc. what the Region 
has to offer and its future plans. 


As Chairman of the "Special Events" Committee of the Hamilton and District 
Chamber of Commerce, there has been involvement in many activities, 
meetings etc. This has created an awareness of what the department has to 
offer and following such gatherings, contacts for industry and commerce 
seek help and often related information is secured. 


Attended the third year course at the University of Waterloo Faculty of 
Environmental Studies. Work on the required paper for credit on the 
Economic Development course is continuing now that the required certifi- 
cate has been obtained. 


For two thirds of the year actively worked with the Real Estate Department 
in the acquisition of property for industrial Development Ottawa North 

and Beach Road and earlier in the year had input in new Zoning regulations 
for the east mountain. ! 


Assisted in the planning and preparation of a Regional Reception to 
salute the business community of the Region to be held late in January 1975. 
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TECHNICAL AND CARTOGRAPHIC SERVICES 


Functions: 


The Technical and Cartographic Services section provides drafting 
and technical services to the balance of the Department. This includes: area 
calculation; neighbourhood analysis, graphics and special displays; map sales, 
etc. 


Organization and Activities 


The section presently has a staff of 16, which is divided between 
the two offices. It is supervised by the Superviser of Technical and 
Cartographic Service and the Assistant Supervisor and further divided, with 
certain staff members responsible for some of the specific functions of the 
section. 


1974 was an organizational year for the section. Two complete 
drafting sections had to be combined, and problems arose in regard to 
drawing filing systems, standards and specifications for drawings, procedures 
and organization, etc. 


Most of these problems have now been resolved. The filing systems 
have been amalgamated and most re-indexing is completed. The standards 
specifications and methods for drawings have now been formulated and a 
prodedures manual is being written. The staff functions have been completely 
re-organized and will go into effect early in the new year. 


During 1974, the section aided in the completion of several major 
reports--Rural Land Use Substudy, Social Services Substudy, Regional Transit 
Assumption Study and Transportation inventory, as well as the day-to-day 
requirements.
